Should Close Exchange 

The federal government, he said,

If the grain exchange cannot be 
carried on without gambling, it should 
be discontinued, he said.

house of Ottawa, which could allow 
the pool the same control as was 
granted the wheat pool. 

“A pool at the best qan only be par¬ 
tially successful," he concluded, “It is 
the national system, in which your 
hope lies”. 

Mr. Lang.elly told the convention 
that only by complete union an the 
farmers hope for success. 

At least sixty per cent of the farm¬ 
ers must join the pool, he added, to 
make it successful. 


prevail in the different provinces of 
Canada. The three prairie provinces 
and Nova Scotia are practically 
“bone dry” in so far as the sale and 
importation of liquror for beverage use 
are concerned. British Columbia has 
by referendum declared in favor of 
general sales of liquor without pre¬ 
scriptions by provincial government 
agencies. The provincial law, how¬ 
ever, is powerless to prevent importa¬ 
tions of liquor from other provinces 
by individuals for their own use. 
Quebec is considering a new law to 
inaugurate the sale of liquor without 
prescriptions and under certain re¬ 
strictions through government agen¬ 
cies. 

British Columbia, it was contended 
and Quebec ofter the passage of the 
bill now before legislature, would be 
in a position to prevent importation 
of liquior by indiividuals,. and so to 
establish government liquor monopo¬ 
lies of the sale, of alcoholic beverages 
because: both these provinces would 
be in the position rof having made gov¬ 
ernment sales legal within their bord¬ 
ers. 

Ontario has a temperance act simi¬ 
lar to the provincial act of Manitoba 
except that. distribution of liquor for 
medical, sacramental and scientific 


purposes is carried on through gov¬ 
ernment agencies. 

If Ontario in April next adopts the 
Canada Temperance act it will ap¬ 
parently find itself in practically the 
same position as that of the prairie 
provinces and Nova Scotia to-day. 
Importations of liquror will only be 
legal when intended for medical, sac¬ 
ramental or scientific ; purposes Im¬ 
portations for beveijage purposes 
would be illegal and ivould continue 
so for at least three years at the end 
of which time another referendum on 
the question of repeal would be pos¬ 
sible . 


Three dry years at least appear to 
be before the three prairie provinces 
and Nova Scrotia as, according to ex¬ 
pert legal opinion, repeal of the pro¬ 
hibition measures cdn only take place 
in consequence of another referendum 
which connot be granted under the 
Canada Temperance Act as it now 
stands, for a period of three years. 

This would seem to indicate futility 
of the petitions being circulated by 
the Moderation League, protesting 
against the liquor laws now in force 
and presumably to agitate in favor of 
a referendum on the question rof re¬ 
peal of the prohibition of importation 
by private individuals for beverage 
purposes. Unfortunately for the' 
league the provincial legislature, can¬ 
not even undertake to vary th-e meas¬ 
ure of prohibition imposed by the act. 
Only for medical, sacramental or in¬ 
dustrial purposes or for use in the 
arts can liquor of greater alcoholic 
strength than the provincial laws pre¬ 
scribe be shipped into Nova Scotia, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta.

awarded by the, board of railway 
commissioners to Canadian express 
result of again - boosting the cost o,f 
commodities so far as the consumer 
is concerned, appears tio be the gen¬ 
erally accepted idea. “Merchants 
will take advantage of the boost in 
order to put an additional percentage 
of profit on their articles,” is a remark 
heard quite frequently during the 
past week, while others admitting 
that an Increase was perhaps coming 
to the express companies, assert that 

1 should not have been as large as 
the maximum of thirty-five per cent 
on first-class tariffs’ 

In order to find out exactly what 
increase would have to be met by 
the merchant purchasing goods, we 
found on inquiry that the increase 
would not he material to the essential 
commodities, the cost of which chief¬ 
ly concern the person classed as the 
/consumer. For instance, boots and 
shoes -which are included in the first- 
class rates will be boosted actually 
to the merchant about three cents 
per pair: that is, providing they come 
from points not further east than 
Winnipeg. The increase on a hun¬ 
dred pounds of boots from Winnipeg 
will be in the neighbourhood if $1.60. 
There are about fifty pairs of boots 
to one hundred pounds. 

The cost of a suit of clothing will 
not be more than twenty to twenty- 
five cents. We arrived at this figure 
by. a veraging a suit of clothing to 
weigh in the neighbourhood of six 
pounds. 

Under the old rates clothing came 
from the eastern manufacturer at the 
rate 10f $8.80 per one hundred pounds. 
They will now cost $11.90. Taking 
the average of about fifteen suits to 
the one hundred pound bale, the 
twenty-five cents per suit is arrived 
at. Not such a great increase after
